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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

Please amend the claims of the present application as set forth below. In 
accordance with the PTO's revised amendment format, a detailed listing of all claims has 
been provided. This listing of claims will replace all prior versions and listings of claims 
in the application. Changes to the claims are shown by strikethrough (for deleted matter) 
and underlining (for added matter). 

By way of overview, claims 1-4, 7-11, 13-15, 18-24, 26, 32-35, 39-43, 49, 51, 52 
and 55 are currently pending claims (because claims 5, 6, 12, 16, 17, 25, 27-31, 36-38, 
44-48, 50, 53, 54 and 56 have been canceled herein without prejudice or disclaimer). The 
status of the pending claims is indicated below: 

a) Claims 1, 7, 13, 20, 32, 41, 49 and 55 are currently amended; and 

b) Claims 2-4, 8-11, 14, 15, 18, 19, 21-24, 26, 33-35, 39, 40, 42, 43, 51 and 52 are 
original. 

Listing of Claims 

1 . (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method comprising: 
analyzing a computer-servable document written for a particular locale^nd 
extracting and removing locale-sensitive content from the document while leaving 
locale-independent elements in the document; 

storing the locale-sensitive content in a data structure separate from the document; 

and 

substituting, in a same operation as the extracting and removing, a function call in 
place of associated removed locale-sensitive content in the document, the function call 
being configured such that, when executed, the function call obtains the locale-sensitive 
content from the data structure. 
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2. (Original) A computer-implemented method as recited in claim 1, wherein the 
analyzing comprises examining each line of code in the document and based on the code, 
identifying the locale-sensitive content. 

3. (Original) A computer-implemented method as recited in claim 1, wherein the 
locale-sensitive content comprises natural language text. 

4. (Original) A computer- implemented method as recited in claim 1, wherein the 
locale-independent elements comprise source code and formatting data. 

5. (Canceled) A comput e r impl e ment e d m e thod as r e cit e d in claim 1 , furth e r 
comprising storing th e local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt in a data structure s e parat e from th e 
docum e nt. 

6. (Canceled) A comput e r impl e ment e d m e thod as r e cit e d in claim 5, furth e r 
comprising substituting a function call in plac e of associat e d locale sensitive cont e nt in 
th e docum e nt, th e function call b e ing configur e d such that, wh e n e x e cuted, th e function 
call obtains th e local e s e nsitive content from th e data structur e . 

7. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

examining source code in a document written for a particular locale; 
determining, from the source code, locale-sensitive content that is specific to the 
particular locale; 

extracting and removing the locale-sensitive content from the source code; 
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storing the locale-sensitive content in a separate file; and 

inserting, in a same operation as the extracting and removing, into the document 
in place of the removed locale-sensitive content, a reference to the locale-sensitive 
content in the separate file, wherein the reference comprises a function call that, when 
executed, obtains the locale-sensitive content from the separate file . 

8. (Original) A method as recited in claim 7, wherein the locale-sensitive content 
comprises natural language text. 

9. (Original) A method as recited in claim 7, wherein the determining comprises: 
ascertaining a type of code elements using a grammar for the source code; and 
identifying, based on the type of the code elements, any locale-sensitive content 

delimited by the code elements. 

10. (Original) A method as recited in claim 7, wherein the storing comprises 
storing the locale sensitive content in a structured text file. 

11. (Original) A method as recited in claim 7, wherein the storing comprises 
storing the locale sensitive content in a database file. 

12. (Canceled) A m e thod as r e cit e d in claim 7, wh e r e in the r e fer e nc e compris e s a 

function call that, when e x e cut e d, obtains th e local e sensitiv e cont e nt from th e s e parat e 
fli P

13. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 
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automatically compiling a computer-servable document written for a particular 
locale to extract and remove any locale-sensitive content, the compiling producing a 
compiled document with locale-independent elements; aad 

storing the locale-sensitive content in a form that can be translated to other 
locales ; and 

substituting, in a same operation as the extraction and removal a function call in 
place of the removed locale-sensitive content in the compiled document, the function call 
being configured such that, when executed, the function call obtains and embeds the 
locale-sensitive content back into the compiled document . 

14. (Original) A method as recited in claim 13, wherein the locale-sensitive 
content comprises natural language text. 

15. (Original) A method as recited in claim 13, wherein the locale-independent 
elements comprise source code and formatting data. 

16. (Canceled) A m e thod as r e cited in claim 13, furth e r comprising substituting a 
r e fer e nc e in plac e of th e local e- s e nsitiv e cont e nt in the compil e d document, th e r e fer e nc e 
id e ntifying th e local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt e xtract e d form th e compil e d document. 

17. (Canceled) A m e thod as r e cit e d in claim 13, furth e r comprising substituting a 
function call in place of th e local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt in th e compil e d document, th e 
function call b e ing configur e d such that, wh e n e xecut e d, th e function call obtains and 
e mb e ds the locale s e nsitive content back into th e compil e d docum e nt.

18. (Original) A method as recited in claim 13, further comprising retrieving, at 
runtime, the compiled document and populating the compiled document with the locale- 
sensitive content to reconstruct the computer-servable document that can be served to the 
particular locale. 

19. (Original) A method as recited in claim 13, wherein the locale-sensitive 
content is translated in to a second version for use in a second locale, further comprising 
retrieving, at runtime, the compiled document and populating the compiled document 
with the second version of the locale-sensitive content to construct a computer-servable 
document that can be served to the second locale. 

20. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

compiling a computer-servable document written for a particular locale to extract 
and remove any locale-sensitive content, the compiling producing a compiled document 
with locale-independent elements; 

storing the locale-sensitive content; and 

substituting, in a same operation as the extraction and removal a function call in 
place of associated removed locale-sensitive content in the compiled document; and 

at runtime, retrieving the compiled document and populating the compiled 
document with the locale-sensitive content^ 

wherein the populating comprises executing the function call in the compiled 
document to obtain the associated locale-sensitive content and insert the associated 
locale-sensitive content back into the compiled document . 
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21. (Original) A method as recited in claim 20, wherein the locale-sensitive 
content comprises natural language text. 

22. (Original) A method as recited in claim 20, wherein the locale-independent 
elements comprise source code and formatting data. 

23. (Original) A method as recited in claim 20, wherein the storing comprises 
storing the locale-sensitive content in a structured text file. 

24. (Original) A method as recited in claim 20, wherein the storing comprises 
storing the locale sensitive content in a database file.

wherein the compiler stores the locale-sensitive content in a data structure 
separate from the compiled document, 

and wherein the compiler substitutes, in a same operation as the extraction and 
removal a function call in place of associated removed locale-sensitive content in the 
compiled document, the function call being configured such that, when executed, the 
function call obtains the associated locale-sensitive content from the data structure and 
inserts the associated locale-sensitive content back into the compiled document . 

33. (Original) A system as recited in claim 32, wherein the locale-sensitive 
content comprises natural language text. 

34. (Original) A system as recited in claim 32, wherein the locale-independent 
elements comprise source code and formatting data. 

35. (Original) A system as recited in claim 32, wherein the compiler examines 
source code in the document to determine, from the source code, whether locale-sensitive 
content is present. 

36. (Canceled) A syst e m as r e cit e d in claim 32, wh e r e in th e compil e r stor e s th e 
local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt in a data structur e s e parate from th e compil e d docum e nt. 
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37. (Canceled) A syst e m as r e cit e d in claim 36, wher e in th e compil e r inserts a 
r e f e r e nc e in plac e of th e local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt in th e docum e nt, th e r e f e r e nce 
id e ntifying the locale - s e nsitiv e cont e nt in the data structur e . 

38. (Canceled) A system as r e cit e d in claim 36, wh e r e in the compil e r substitut e s a 
function call in place of associat e d local e- s e nsitiv e cont e nt in th e compil e d docum e nt, th e 
function call b e ing configur e d such that, wh e n e x e cut e d, the function call obtains th e 
associat e d local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt from th e data structur e and ins e rts the associat e d 
local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt back into th e compil e d docum e nt. 

39. (Original) A system as recited in claim 32, further comprising a runtime 
manager that, prior to serving, populates the compiled document with the locale-sensitive 
content. 

40. (Original) A system as recited in claim 32, wherein the locale-sensitive 
content is translated into at least one translated version of the content, further comprising 
a runtime manager that populates the document with the translated version of the content. 

41. (Currently Amended) A compiler system comprising: 
a grammar containing rules for structuring source code; 

a call library to store function calls; and 

a content analyzer to analyze source code in a document written for a particular 
locale and to utilize the grammar to determine whether the source code contains locale- 
sensitive content that is specific to the particular locale, the content analyzer being 
configured to remove replac e the locale-sensitive content in the source code and, in a 
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same operation, replace the locale-sensitive content in the source code with associated 
references to the replaced locale-sensitive content^ 

wherein the content analyzer replaces the locale-sensitive content with one or 
more function calls from the call library, the function calls being configured such that, 
when executed, the function calls reinsert the locale-sensitive content back into the 
source code . 

42. (Original) A compiler system as recited in claim 41, wherein the locale- 
sensitive content is placed in a separate file, and the references comprise a pointer to that 
file. 

43. (Original) A compiler system as recited in claim 41, wherein the locale- 
sensitive content is placed in a separate data structure, and the references comprise 
function calls that, when executed, obtain the associated locale-sensitive content from the 
data structure and insert the associated locale-sensitive content into the source code. 

44. (Canceled) A compil e r syst e m as r e cit e d in claim 4 1, furth e r comprising: 
a call library to stor e function calls; and 

the cont e nt analyz e r r e plac e s the local e s e n s itiv e cont e nt with one or more 
function calls from the call library, the function calls b e ing configur e d such that, wh e n 
ex e cut e d, th e function calls r e insert th e locale s e nsitiv e content back into th e sourc e cod e . 

45. (Canceled) A syst e m comprising: 

a resourc e bundl e containing locale sp e cific content that is author e d for a 
particular local e ; and 
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a resourc e bundle manag e r to populat e a local e ind e pendent document core with 
the local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt in th e r e sourc e bundle to produc e a comput e r s e rvable 
docum e nt that is suitabl e to b e s e rv e d to th e particular local e. 

46. (Canceled) A syst e m as r e cit e d in claim 4 5, wh e r e in th e r e source bundl e is 
e mbodi e d as on e of a structur e d text fil e or a databas e fil e. 

47. (Canceled) A syst e m as r e cit e d in claim 4 5, wh e r e in th e local e sp e cific 
cont e nt compris e s natural languag e t e xt . 

48. (Canceled) A system as r e cit e d in claim 4 5, wh e r e in the docum e nt core 
contain s sourc e code and function calls emb e dd e d within th e sourc e code, th e r e sourc e 
bundl e manag e r b e ing configur e d to e x e cut e th e function calls to r e ins e rt associat e d 
local e sp e cific cont e nt into the docum e nt cor e . 

49. (Currently Amended) A system comprising: 

compilation means for compiling a computer-servable document written for a 
particular locale to extract and remove any locale-sensitive content, the compilation 
means producing a compiled document with locale-independent elements; and 

storage means for storing the locale-sensitive content extracted from the 
computer-servable document in a data structure separate from the compiled document, 

wherein the compilation means comprises substitution means for, in a same 
operation as the extraction and removal substituting a function in place of the removed 
locale-sensitive content in the compiled document, the function representing the removed 
locale-sensitive content extracted from the compiled document . 
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50. (Canceled) A syst e m as r e cit e d in claim 49, wherein th e compilation m e ans 
compris e s substitution m e ans for substituting a r e f e r e nc e in plac e of th e local e s e nsitiv e 
cont e nt in the compil e d document, the refer e nc e id e ntifying th e local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt 
extract e d form th e compil e d docum e nt . 

51. (Original) A system as recited in claim 49, further comprising runtime means 
for populating, at runtime, the compiled document with the locale-sensitive content to 
reconstruct the computer-servable document. 

52. (Original) A system as recited in claim 49, wherein the locale-sensitive 
content is translated in to a second version for use in a second locale, further comprising 
runtime means for populating, at runtime, the compiled document with the second 
version of the locale-sensitive content to construct a computer-servable document that 
can be served to the second locale. 

53. (Canceled) A syst e m comprising: 

r e tri e val m e ans for retri e ving a docum e nt cor e containing local e- indep e nd e nt 
el e m e nts; and 

populating m e ans for populating th e docum e nt with local e s e nsitiv e content to 
produc e a comput e r servabl e docum e nt that is appropriate for s e rving to a particular 
local e .

55. (Currently Amended) One or more computer-readable media comprising 
computer-executable instructions that, when executed, direct a computer to: 

examine source code in a document written for a particular locale; 

extract and remove any locale-sensitive content from the source code; 

store the locale-sensitive content in a separate file; and 

substitute, in a same operation as the extraction and removal in place of the 
removed locale-sensitive content in the document, a r e f e r e nc e to function calls which, 
when executed at runtime, re-supply the locale-sensitive content in th e s e parat e fil e to the 
document . 

56. (Canceled) On e or mor e comput e r r e adabl e m e dia comprising comput e r 
e x e cutabl e instructions that, wh e n ex e cut e d, dir e ct a comput e r to: 

retri e v e a cor e fil e containing sourc e code and local e- ind e p e nd e nt e l e m e nts; and 
populat e th e cor e fil e with local e s e nsitiv e cont e nt that is appropriat e for a 
particular local e to produc e a docum e nt that can be serv e d to th e particular local e . 
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
